W ashington, July 26.—Despite sena 
torlal criticism of the proposed reduc 
thin in parcel post rates and the in 
crease In the size of packages to tw en­ 
ty pounds, Postm aster General Burl© 
son announced he would issue the 
final orders at once, putting the pro 
po. i*d changes in effect Aug. Iii.
